One of the most remarkab le of the fes­ 
tiv als celeb rated b y the Alaska Indians is 
e carniv al of ghosts which is held each 
winter. It seems to b e deriv ed from a tra 
ditlon that tells of a journey made b y an 
adv enturous indiv idual Co a region b eneath 
the earth inhab ited b y phantoms. 
The 
celeb ration Itself is a mimical representa­ 
tion of the v isit to hades aforesaid, and 
the performer who represents the sub mun- 
dano trav eler wears a necklace and head­ 
dress set round with skulls. 
This festiv al requires elab orate prepara­ 
tions. 
Speaking tub es of dried giant kelp 
art1 laid under the foot of the lodgehouse 
so as to terminate In the fireplace. 
When 
the ceremonial is in progress, the performer 
disappears Into a ditch prev iously dug lie- 
hind the fireplace, and then many v oices 
are heard coming out of the flames— really 
the v oices of persons hidden if! adjoining 
rooms, who speak through the tub es. Later 
on an Image representing a ghost is seen 
to rise outof the ground, carrying the per- 
formor. 
Cannib alism is v ery conspicuous in the 
myths currant among these people, who 
hav e themselv es b een eaters of human 
flesh up to a recent period. Indeed, though 
the whites are supposed to hav e put a stop 
to such practices, it would seem that secret 
Indulgence in them has not b een wholly 
done away wit h. 
Quite a numb er of strange demons are 
worshiped 
as 
guardian spirits, among 
them a cannib al demon that liv es on the 
mountains and always is engaged In the 
pursuit of human b eings for his tab le. 
The smoke of his chimney is the color of 
b lood, and b e has a female slav e who gets 
food for him b y catching men and collect 
ing corpses. 
In his house is a fab ulous 
b ird with an immensely long b eak, which 
li\es on the b rains of persons whose skulls 
it fractures with Hs b ill 
Anyb ody who 
is so unfortunate as to encounter the can­ 
nib al spirit may b e transformed into a 
grizzly b ear. On the other hand, if he can 
please the demon, he may ob tain power to 
handle lire without b eing b urmxi. 
Another guardian spirit is a fearsome 
warrior, who liv es in the far north 
lie 
trav els constantly and nev er leav es his 
earn**. 
By ob taining his promotion a 
man may* b ecome inv ulnerab le, or he may 
acquire pow>t to catch t he Inv isib le disease 
demon. 
This demon is at all times liv ing 
ab out in the air in the form of a worm 
The fortunate protege of t he warrior spirit 
catching the worm can throw it into the 
b ody of an enemy, who will die at once. 
These Indians wear wooden masks in 
their ceremonials 
Some of them are of 
enormous size and astonishingly grotesque. 
The mask worn b y a performer who rep 
resents the cannib al spirit, for example, is 
a huge crocodilelike head. 
Another, rep- 
rest nting the b ird serv ant of this spirit, is 
like the head of a b ird, with a b ill four 
feet long. 
By means of strings, pulled b y 
the wearer, the great b eak is made to open 
and shut rapidly, producing a loud clap­ 
ping. —St. Louis Repub lic.

The b est means, Horv ath thinks, for per 
feeting the muscles and giv ing them the 
power to resist fatigue are oft repeated 
rhythmical contractions. 
He giv es as a 
corrotKJrativ e example of this theory the 
human heart, which, although 
it goes 
through these contractions consecutiv ely 
during a whole lifetime, nev er tires or 
ceases its functions for a minute.

H is other recollections are of his own 
pleased em barrassm ent and the insistent 
oordiality of the poet— so often spoken 
of as overpunctilious and fastidious— 
who w ould shake hands with him , e x ­ 
tending for the purpose a hand fa u lt­ 
lessly gloved in gray kid, w hich clasped 
w ithout reluctance the c h ild ’s h esitat­

There H a good deal of talk of a reform of 
both branches of congress in important j 
partic ulars. 
It is true tha t today the I 
house of representatives, the great c om ­ 
mons of the republic, is a Issly virtually 
controlled 
hy one man. 
The speaker, 
through his committee on rules, is pra< 
tleally tie- arbiter of the proceedings of 
the housi— that, is to say, he is able vir 
tually to say wha t shall be considered 
and wha t shall not lie considered. He can 
not order that a matter under considera ­ 
tion shall be acted upon favorably or un­ 
favorably, and if he permits a bill to come 
up it may be passed, though he is opposed 
to it. 
But the power which he wields is 
well nig h autocratic, nevertheless, for he 
need not permit leg isla tion to which he is 
opposed to come before the body. The pres­ 
ident of the United Sta tes has the veto 
power after leg isla tion has passed con 
gress, hut’even he is subject to overthrow’ 
hy a two-thirds vote in each house." 
But 
4he speaker of the house exercises the veto 
jmwer in a dvance of proposed leg isla tion 
w ithout revision or possibility of reversal. 
It is not often one hears compla ints that 
the present speaker uses this jsiwer tyran- 
nieaily or wrongly. 
Mr. iieed is a just 
man. 
He would have made a good judge 
on the bench. 
He has a judicia l mind. 
He often permits matters to come before 
the house which if lie were in his seat and i 
voting lie would not vote for. 
The com 
pla int of those who are dissatisfied v\iih 
the present state of tilings is that tin* 
principle is wrong. 
Today I was present 
when two members of congress, both Be 
publicans, one a sena tor and the other a 
representative, discussed this question. 
“R«*«hI Is the House,” 
“ You ha ve not a representative g overn­ 
ment at your end of tin* ea pitol,” said the 
senator to the representative. 
“ Speaker 
Heed is the house of representatives all by 
himself. Inst» ad of being a grea t hou*« > of 
commons, in which the will of the people 
finds swa y, you are subject to the rule of a 
one man dictatorship. 
You sit powerless 
at its feet. Everyda y I hear members say­ 
ing that they iieliove the house is ready to 
do this, that or the other thing if the 
speaker will only consent to permit the 
matter to come up. 
Is it not hig h time to 
change such a system? 
(¡ra nt that Mr. 
Heed is a fair minded man and a just 
leader. Siip|>ose someda y you g et a speak 
er over there who is mean or corrupt or 
ambitious. 
Suppose he a ttempts to use 
the power which the present speak or takr* 
into his hands in a way which endangers 
the country, as he m ig ht do in a crisis. 
What sort of mea ns would you ta ke to se­ 
cure your rig hts as representatives of the 
people in such a ease? 
Why, you would 
turn him out of the chair hy force, if nec­ 
essary, by any sort of violent or revolution­ 
ary mea ns you found most available. 
“ There is some force ami justice in wha t 
you sa y,’’ replied the representative. “ But 
how art! tiling s at your own end of the 
eapitol? Are your skirts clear? 
I have an 
idea tha t you need iy forming quite as 
much as we do. If we have one ma n pow­ 
er, you must remember tha t this man is 
chosen by the majority, 
lb* is the repre­ 
senta tive of their will. If they should con­ 
clude not to support him, I Mippo.-e some 
way could be found in which they could 
tak« » the power a wa y from him. 
lie rules 
through orders from 
his committee on 
rules, but these orders are not effective till 
a majority of the house has confirmed 
them, so that, after all, it i> the majority 
that rules. 
M inority R u le In th e sen a te. 
“ But in your sena te,” continued 
the 
representative, “ y ou have no rule of 
the 
majority . 
The minority can rule when 
ever it carts to ex ert itself.
